I haue(as you may ſec) reduced the holy Progerhs, 
or Parables of King Salomon, and therewithall the 
' Sentences of his booke called Eccleſiaſtes or the Prex- 
cher to as many and ſundry kindes of Heads or Com- 
mon Places, as any Concordance would conueniently 
admit. Not onely concerning that which they doe 
moſt briefly , acutely, and pithily vtter, concerning 
God hin:ſclfe., his moſt holy word , Workes and wazes,ot 
Creation, Prouidence &c: butalſo touching the gra- 
 cesand vertues, which he hath vouchſafed to giue 
vato men; ſuch as are Knowledge and Y nderſtanding, 
Diſcretion, cMemory ,Will and effedtion, Clemency 


and Geztleneſſe , Inſtice, Fortitude , Liberality, Chaſtity, 


Temperance &#'c. and the contrary imperfcions,and 
vices, which we hauc iuſtly brought vpon,yea into 
our ſelues; Folly, Frowardneſſe , Cruelty , Y nrighteouſ- 
neſſe ,F earefulneſſe,C onetouſ neſſe, eAawlterit , Intempe- 
perance EXC. 

With the inward cauſes , and outward occaſions 
ofthe ations both of vertues and allo of vices : ſuch

bad,Company gratious orlewde , 1dleneſſe and Sloth, 
Gaine or Prof laſs and Delight &c, 

And alſo touching the outward and inward in- 
ſtruments and meanes, of bringing forth the ations 
as well of Y irtue as of Vice: which are not ney the 
ſeates of them,butalſo the ſubieCt matter, which ei- 
ther cnioyeth the adioinedreward of the one,or elſe 
doth ſuſtaine the puniſhment of the other : namely, 
Body,Soule,Spirit, Heart, Head,Fyes,Eares, Face, Month, 
Lippes,T eeth,T ongue,Noſe,Necks, Backe Belly, Nauel, 
Wombe,Bowels,Reines,Bones,QMarow , Leg ger, Foote

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For concerning al theſe(both parts,andalſo mem- 
bers of man)there is excellent vie made,to the fra- 
ming of many Prowerbs,containing ſingular wiſdona 
and inſtruQion in them, 

And there be other excellent Prowerbs allo , con. 
cerning both the outward and inward fruits andef- 
feds ot all both virtues and vices : either Ble/5ing 
and Reward, Toy and Life belonging to Yirtue; or 
Curſe, Heaumeſſe of minde, Punt t , and cuen 


Death ir ſelfe juſtly appertaining to F7ce. 
Likewiſe , touching the ſeuerall qualities, as well 


of the wel-diſpoſed,r1ſe,Prudent, Righteous man &c. 
as of the contrary, Seditious, Murtherer , Adulterer 
and the like, 

Moreouer., ſuch Proverbs as doe concerne the di- 
nerſe and ſeuerall degrees, or cſtares and conditi- 
ons, both of men and women : Kings , Princes , Ku- 
lers , Magiſtrates, Subietts , Ambaſſadors, Meſſengers, 
Husbandand IWife , Parents and Children, Father and 
Mother , Sonne and Daughter , ©Man-ſeruant and 
HM aide, Merchant and his Merchandiſe , Buyer and 
Seller, Borrower and Lender , Rich and Poore : they are 
according to their ſeucrall Xeags , gathered and ſor- 
ted together. 

And yet further , in ſo much as many Prozerbsare 
framed and illuſtrated , by fimilitudes borrowed 
from ſundry of Gods creatures ; both from them 
that areſenſible and lining, and from ſuch alſo as bee 
without life: the which the moſt wiſe King hath fit- 
ted to ſet forth , as well the excellent commodity 
and pleaſantneſſe of Yirtue , as the fowleneſle and 
dammage, or hurt and miſchiefe , which cometo 
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menby# ice: thereforearethe ſame Proverbs recko.: © 


ned,as it were poule by poule, vnder thoſe heads. 
 Tharis toſay,vnder 
and ſenſible ; rhough vnreaſonable and brute Crea- 
tures: ſuch as be of the Beaſts ofthe earth,greater or 
leſle ; 4ntor Piſmire, Flic, Spider , Graſhopper,Cony, 
Dogge,Grayhownd, Hinde, Roe, Hog ge or Swine,Goate, 
Aſſe, Horſe,Beare, Lion.

_ _ AndofCyeatwres without ſenſe , whether of more 
common, or of morerare and dainty vie amongſt 
men ; either within the houſe,or without , on earth 
or from heauen : Winde, Raine , Snow , Vincyeard, 
Wine, Wimne-preſſe, Vineger, Bread , Drinke , Milke, 
Butter, Hony , Ointment, Perfume , Siluer , .Gold, 
Pearles, Precious Stones , Wood , Coles, Fier , Smoke, 
Water. .

. So that from hence wee may ſee ;thatto a hol 
minde , euery creature and worke of God giucr 
occaſion of holy Thoughts, Meditations,and Spee- 
ches : and hatthe ſanQified ſoule wil gather good, 
wiſe,and holie inſtcu&tions(as it is taught by the ho- 
lie Ghoſt)from the conſideration and beholding of 
them : cuen as contrariwiſe,the profane and vngod- 
ly,are only apt ro abuſe them all,through their own 
corruption, bythe wicked ſuggeſtion of the Do 
c 


Heads ornames of lining 
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The which kinde of the gathering of good in- 
ſirugions from the Creatures, and workes of God, 
ought to be of the greater authority, 8ofmore reue. 
rened regard with vs: not only becauſe thewiſe King 
Salomon hath done ſo in his Prezerbs very often, but 
alſo becaufe our Lord Teſs Chriſt, who is greater 
then Sal»mon;hath frequered the ſame kind ot reach- 
ing,as witneſleth the Ewengels/t Mat. Ch. 13.34.35. 

All theſe things (ſaith he) ſpake leſus onto the multi- 
tude inPaxables, and without P arables ſpake he not vnta 
them. 

T hat i might bee fulfilled which was ſpoken by the 
Prophet , ſaying , 1 will open my mouth in Parabler and 
will viter the things which hae beene kept [ecret from 
the foundation of the world. 

Such Parablcs (Ifay ) or Proverbs of King Salo- 
mon , in ſo great a varictic , as hath beene mentio- 
ned : yea in a greater variety,as the Table immedi. 
ately-prefixcd before the Booke, wil more fullie de- 
clare :they are placed together, vnder their ſeuerall 
heads,to the number of fiuc hundred Common Pla- 
_ ces or Concordances,at the lealt; | 

And all this labour hath beene imploied, tothe 
end that in fo plentifull and familiar a variety,accor- 
ding to the manifold reach of the wiſe X:i#gs moſt 
large wiſdome ( as it were by a kinde of fſenfible 
and plaine, and the ſame alſo,it I be nor-decciued, 
a delightfull interpretation by ſuch a forting of 
theſe: things together vnder their ſeucrall Heads 
or Concordances,which doe ſhew the ſcope andin- 
tent of them) wee might happily by the ontward 
view,% therewithal by the inwacd conſtderation of 
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theſame ; bee induced both by all inwardpowers of * 


minde , Y nder/landing , Memory , Will and Afﬀettion, 
not onely ſo much the better to conceiue and ap. 
prehend , retaine and digeſt in our mindes.; but al- 
{o with all holy delight of affection, make ſo much 
the better vſc and prattiſcof theſe moſt holy,weigh- 
tic, wiſeand prohrable diuinc Sentences ; euen tothe 
generall and perpetuall wel-ordering of the whole 

courſe and ations of our liues, 
For doubtleſle, all and euery of them , doe moſk 
neceſlarily concerne the beſt ordering and wel- 
fare of cuery member and faculty, as well of our 
mindes and bodies apart , as of our whole man 
bodies and ſoules together ; throtgh that vniuer- 
fall and al-ſufficient,and moſt gratious dire&tion and 
bleſſing of God: the which aſluredly, attendeth vp- 
on that righe vſe., which the faithfull ſeruants and 

children of God ſhal by his grace make of them. 

Andnow, ſoit is(my beloued and reverendinthe 
Lord , as I perſwade my ſelfe you will eaſily ac- 
knowledge with mec)that no man can poſſibly hauc 
any, either true ſound iudgement, or well guided 
and orderedgood willand affteQion , concerning ei- 
ther virtue or vice,touching our ſelues or any other: 
or concerning God,his word, workes and waies(as was 
mentioned before ) or concerning the people of 
God, whether truly godly,or ſuch as bee hypocrices 
and wicked amongſt them : but both they and we 
muſtthinke and iudge of them ; like and affe& them, 
if they be worthy tobe well liked of ; ordiſlike and 
leaue them, if they doedeſerue to be miſliked and 
left :and accordingly,it wee wil ſpeake , moſt . 
ovay

cheſame; then muſt we ſpeake, cither of them,for 
them, or againſt them (as the marter it ſelfe ſhall 
iuſtlie require) onelyin ſuch ſort, as \King Salomon, 
ided by ciuineinſpiration, giueth vs our ground, 
ireion, and example heerein. 
ror, Tyray you (char wee may enter into ſome 
compariſon alittle ) what ſpeculatiue <a up eo 
iueinſtance in Plato himſelfe, though he truly af- 
med, thatif the beauty of the true vertuous life 
could bee ſeene, it would ſtirrevp inthe -heart, a 
maruellous loue and deſire after witdome, which is 


the ſchoolemiſtreſle and guiderthereof) did cuer vr- 


ter ſuch high and diuine Sentences, to the revealing 
and advancing of the true heauenly wiſdome in* 
deede 3 as Kg Selowmon hath done inthis booke © 
his holy Pronerbs? | 
What 4 /tronomer, Mathematician, naturall Phi- 
lo(opher, or Coſmographer, haucin all their contems- 
plations and commenſurations about the heauens 
aboue, or the -catth beneath, gathered ſuch good 
and holy-vſes fromthe conſideration of theſe great 
and wonderfull Creatures of God, as he hath obſer- 


-ucd and ſer downe? | 


What Moral;ſt, or Maſter of good nurture and mas 
vers, hath cuer vitered,and left in writing, ſuch ex- 
celent ſayings, to ſoliuely a diſcoucring of all kind 
of ice, or to ſo cleare a manifeſting of all true ver- 
rue, as he hath done? 

What Politicran or Connſeller of State, hathat any 


time, taught ſo prudentand diuine rules of the beſt 
(b) policie 
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policy thatmay be; touching both city and counc > 


tric, King and people, goucrnmentand S7ate, as he 
hath dcliuered ynto v8? _ IS, 

What Gold-/mith or reweller,inall curious buſi- 
neſſe about filuer, and gold, and precions ſtones; 


or any otherArtificer, Tradeſman,or Husbandman, 


haue had ſiich holy thoughts, ſo wiſe and proficable 


to inſtruRt both themſelues& others, from the mat- 


ters and buſineſles of their 'owne arts, as King 
Salomon doth out of his wiſdome prompt them 
withall, 


Verily I perſwade my ſelfe, and doe not doubt, 
but that (as was faid before) you will accord with 


mee; that there neither arc, nor have beeneat any 
time, any where any at all,that may be equally com» 


pared with King Salomem in theſe things 2» tb 
Andall this, touching the matter and ſubſtance: 


of theſe his moſt holy and diuine ſenrences. 


The like may iuſtly be affirmed concerning the ex-. 


cellentfcaxure, or maner of ſetting them downe. 

For what LZogician could haue contriued fo ſhore 
- Tentencesx, ſo pithily, acutely, and plainely concer- 
ning lo great variety of matters, that he who would 
denic his propoſitions, muſt denje moſt ſound and 
demonſtratiue Principles. 

VWhar Rhetorician or Orater,could haue beautified 
them with ſo great and delightful a variety of ropes 
& feguratiue ſpeeches.as he hath done?By tropes; with 
eMetonimigs,Metaphors,Synecdochies,and not withs 
out ſome holy ronies.By figures; with Proſopopies,ad- 
mirations, Queſtionings, Communications, preuenting 
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of Obieitions, Permiſiions, CorrefFions, Exhortati- 
ns, Exc, SEN | : wo." 
Let it be therefore, that euery nation, and Counz 
tric, haue their ſeucrall Prozerbes, or Proverbiall 
ſpecches; either ciuill or domeſticall, laudatiue or 
reprehenſiue, or of what kinde ſocuer they may be: 
et it is certaine, thar they onely doe vſc righe 
oly and religious Prowerbes, who doe acquaine 
themſclues with theſe of the moſt wiſe Xing Sals- 
07 ; the which for the helpe of memorie, and to 
the furthering of the holy and religious vie of them, 
you haue in this familiar maner,ſorted out vntoyou, 
and are no doubt, better then all che Chilads or 
thouſands of the reſt : though they alſo ( being 
_ y applied) may haue their good and profitable 
VIE: 
King Salomons Prouerbs or P arables onely, are wor- 
thy to be called (as they are in the Hebrew tongue) 
eMeſhalim of the verbe Maſbal, which ſignifierh to 
beare a chiefe rule, ot to haue a ſingular dominion and [6- 
werdipnty aboue other, For theſe ſentences of this 
moſt wiſe King, are of like excellency, with the 
King himſelfe : they are of fpeciall dignity and pre- 
heminence,cuen predominant, and of very rare cx= 
cellency, as it were bright ſhining Diamonds,or 
gliftcring Starres, to adorne and beautifie ſpeeches 

of more large diſcourle. 
They are no doubt the Principall of thoſe 
three thouſand, which Kine Salomon is ſaid to 
haue ſpoken ; as wee reade recorded, 1. King. 
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But that we may returne to our. owne worke, and 


buſineſſe about theſe holy Prozerbs : albeit in this 
kinde of ſomanifold a reduQtion of them to ſoman 
Heads as they are brought;ic do ſo fal out, that ſome 
parts of Sentences,yea,ſome whole Sentences are ſun. 
dry times repeated, vpO ſundry occaſions: yer in per- 
uſing ofthE(if we ſhal notbe ming to our ſelues) 
the ſundry repetitions vpon ſuc 

ſions,wil not want ſomerciterated & newly repea- 


ted fruit,by reaſon of the manifold vſes of one & the. 
ſame Prouerb : and becauſe of ſome note of inter... 
pretation, or touch ofdiuers reading or Tranſlation 


mentioned in one place concerning the ſame Sen- 


tence, though omittedin ſome other. And beſides, 


though the ſame ſentences come foorth to ſhew 
themſelues ſundry times : yer their attendants are 
diuers,according to their ſcuerall imploiments,and 
(as it were) ſeuerall perſons which they beare.. 

Neither ſhall they of better remembrance, haue 

occaſion to turneto oy Concordances together at 

one and the ſame time. Repetition alſo of the ſame 
thing oftentimes(as occaſion requireth)is a neceſſa+ 
xy helpe to the weakneſle of memorie. 

Finally they of beſt remembrance,may ſometime 
be holpen to find out a Sertencerather by one word 
of it comming to minde, .then by an other, nor 
thought on for the preſent. 

Bur yet for all this, ſome peraduenture, wi'l bee 
further importunate , and more carneſtly de- 
mande, why allthis buſincfle, ſhould be about this 
Booke of Xing Salonzons Prouerbs ? For, is not that 


order 


divers OCCa- - 
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* order, whercin they arealready ſet downe vnto ys 


(partly by the wiſe Xi"g bimſelfe living, and part. 
ly by other holy ſeruants of God, after his death)the 
beſt digeſted method and order that may be ? 

To this I anſwer, not onely willingly aſſentiog, 
butalſo carneſtly affirming,thatour of all queſtion, . 
the holy booke is contrived and fer downe in the. 
moſt firting mannex, and beſt anſwering to that vie 
which is to be made of them. . _ 

The which vſe (as we know) ariſeth vnto vs,from 
very variable and vncertaine occalions,as they doe - 
fall out z now concerning oneimatter, and by and 
by concerning another ; now touching pride inthis: 
man, then anger in another, and couetouſneſle in a 
third, &c. ſometime-.concerning one vertue, ſome- - 
time another, Now thereis need of a ſhort inſtru- 
Rion, ſhortly after of an admonition, by and by of 
an carneſt reproote, . or exhortation, though in few 
words, by ſome weighty ſentence or other; Andall 
this, ſometimes in one day, yea ſundry of them may 
be occaſioned in ſome one hower : ſoas if we could 
haue them all in freſh and quicke remembrance (as 
it were at our fingers endes, as it may juſtly bee pre= 
ſuppoſed chat we ought to have them alwaics neere 
hand, in our tongue, and in our heart) they are in- 
deede already ſer downe, in the onely beſt, moſt 
wiſe, and moſt divine order that might bee, 

Neuerthelefſe, in regard of the weakeneſle of our 
memory (as was touched before) and partly allo | 
(as ;nay now be further adder) for the berter hiet- 
ping of our vnderitanding : ſuch a collation,or con» - 

| (bd 3) ferring , 
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ferring of many like Sentences together, may bee 


thought a thing nor vnfittingto bee admitted, asa 
_ poccns.Aroll and oGeible thereunto. 
 Andmoreouer,if any ſhall once be well acquain- 
ted with the chiefe Heads or Common Plates, where- 
unto that which they read or heare may in way of 
ſome Concordance and agreement be referred ; they 


ſhall be induced thereby, the better to vnderſtand, 


and the more caſily to remember, the particulars of 


more large and generall diſcourſes, * 

And this ic elfe, ſhall in King Salomons 
owne order, bee much more profitably read ouer : 
when we are in one place, andin a more preſent 
view, acquainted with the Concordances of the Sex- 
zences and marters heere and there diſperſed therein. 

Wherefore (that we may now conclude) confi- 
der good Chriſtian Readers, that only in regard of 
theſe ſecondary reſpeas, this labour hath beene vn» 
dercaken; and is at this preſent tendered vnto you 
as aſcruice imploied thereabour, for your further 
caſe and benefit. And likewiſe (if it may be) to ſerue 
therwithall, the holy counſell and purpoſe of God 
himſelfe; who would-(no doubt ) Lon this portion 
of his holy Scripture ſhouldin ſpecial! maner bee 
made of moſt common and familiar vie (prouided 
thatall be done in holy diſcretion) among all ſorts 
of his people, both young and old, rich and poore, 
learned and vnlearned, cuen eucry one and other, 
for their moſt expedite and ready, and for their 
moſt familiar and plentifull, mutuall inſtruftion, re- 
proofe, edification and comfort. So that —_ 
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«ll other holy Scriptures may iuſtly admitre
